"When the latter went to Eng- 
land ho found the former occupylngthe 
position of Agent-General of the Pro- 
vince in London, lie availed himself 
of Mr. Spuoat'.s pre.sonce there, and 
tho able, concise and comprehensive 
papers presenting British L'olumbiii's 
case which ho laid before Lord Carxau- 
VON were written by tho Agent-General. 
Eumor has always a.sserted that the 
dinner which was was gotten up in Mr. 
'Walke>['s honor and which was at 
tended by all tho Lord Knows Who's 
and tho Count S.MORi/roiucs who hai)- 
pencd to be iu London at the time, 
and to which a live Prince was 
invited but declined "tho honor," was 
engineered by Mi*. Spro.\t, who obtained 
for Mr. Walkem — what he could not 
obtain for himself — an introduction to 
Society- and tho cn/irc of the ( 'olouial 
Office. After his return ^Iv. W. was 
loud in ))rai.sc of Mv. H., and in the 
House on three occasions ho congra- 
tulated the country upon having secur- 
ed the serviccB the services as Agent- 
General in London of .so able, poi)ular 
and hardworking an otllcer as iSfr. 
Sproat. In the face of this triple- 
plated endorsement is it not a little 
.■jingular to tind i^Ir. AV'alkk.m (or some | 
one under his instruction) declaring in 
yestewlay's Slandard that " in an un- 
fortunatomoment, ho (Mr. Spro.\.t) was 
appointed Agent-General of th(( Colony 
in England, and it was a lucky thing 
that he was not allowed to remain long 
in that responsible position." Consi- 
dering that he was on appointee of n 
Mipistiy of vrhich Mr. Walkem v.-."..-. a 
inenihcr,-and tliat it was the Elliott 
Government who dispensed with his 
services iu London, the quotation i.s an 
unfortunate one for his as.sailants, and 
an indirect compliment to the Elliott 
Ministry. • Further on we find that 
the Writer claims to have had access to 
Mr. Spro.vt's confidential communica- 
tions, for he aflects to know the 
contents of his " private " correspon- 
dence and actually gives quotations 
therefrom ! As " private " correspond- 
ence canitot iu honor be shown to par- 
ties other than those to whom it is ad- 
dre-saed, there must have been a breach 
of confidence on the part of ."some ono.

Improvements ix the Niagara Sus- 
pension BniDCiE. — The i-ailway sus- 
pension bridge at Niagara, built by 
John A. Eoebling more than twenty 
years ago, has probably seen as much 
hard service as a^iy structure in the 
;cpuntiy,i. Since its completion, tho 
'amount of travel over it, and the 
weight of the engines that cross it has 
increased enormou.sly beyond what was 
expected. A littlo more than a year 
ago the directors commenced a complete 
examination of the structure. Wire 
was taken from the cables and tested, 
and found to be as strong as when first 
laid. TIio anchorages were, however, 
found not to bo heavy enough for the 
present travel, and have been strength- 
ened by a new set of anchor bars. Dur- 
ing the present summer tho wooden 
structure is to be replaced with steel, 
the Pittsbiu-gh Bridge Company hav- 
ing contracted to do the work for .?C0,- 
000, completing the job by the 1st 
November. Tho running of trains will 
not Ik; int-^'fored with, nor tho traffic 
on the carriage way. The change will 
lessen the weight of the structure about 
two hundred tons.

Tlie rain coni- 
iiicnced in such a drizzly manner that we 
have made up our mind.s that it h not to 
l^t-Up ta ahuny. Weliavc made diligent 
enquiiy respecting the yield of fall wheat 
from those who have thra.shed and lind 
that it does not come ii[> to o.Kpeotations 
in ([uantity or (|Uality. Tho rains of last 
winter and .spring killed some of it, rend- 
ering tho rest thinner, but we can't ac- 
count for it being less i)luiu[) than in pre- 
vious years. Spring and root crops of 
every description are above tho average. 
Tho body of the Indian drowned in tlie 
"'liiflnnol !>t Hnvrisoii river lir.o bucri 
found at tlio mouth of the Cliilliwhack 
river. Tho niosipiitoea liavc been o.xcccd- 
iiigly annoying this season -but net equal 
to '05, and some of the stragglers are to 
bo seen in some quarters yet. There is a 
wingless army, akin to tho moscpiito, 
inai'shalling, which tliroateiis to be quite 
as annoying 'ere tho frosty nights will 
make them scarce. Tlie commissioners 
'appointed hy tlie settlers under the 
"Drainage Act" made a conunencn- 
mont last Tuesday, and are going to 
utilize the drain opened by tho Council 
two years ago. The drain is to be three 
miles in length, live feet on top and two 
feet at tho bottom It will drain a vast 
tract of land that is now useless. The 
school was opened at the appointed time, 
and now tlierc are -Ki pupils attending. 
"Dull times" are in tho mouth of every 
one and the future is as dark as ever re- 
specting tho raihvay, the panacea of .all our 
troubles. The one-fourth purchase money 
for land is now overdue, and there are 
some who neitiier hud it nor could get it 
to pay tho Government. Surely they will 
not sell men out of hou.se and homo when 
it is impossible for them to pny up? Bow- 
ever, time will reveal. The grass on Su- 
mass is coming up with {jreat rapidity and 
if tho wo:ithor is anything; favorable there 
will be an ample supply of hay.

A Bylaw iu jyrohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildinys u-iihiii certain .Fire'Jiimita 
u-ithin the City of Victoria : 
1. Th.it suoli pnrt of tne City boimdeil 
on the North by Johnson street, on tlio 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Broad street and on the West by tho 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in tlio Fire LiiDits of the City of Yictoriii. 
Thu centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of ISrotid .siuill lie limits re- 
ferred to above. 

All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Linyts shall have their outsidt} 
Walls antl party Walla made of Brick, 
Stone or other incotnbustiblo material antt 
.such oiitsiile Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wtili Plato of Uoof , ami party Walk 
.sliidl also e.xtend lo same height above 
W.-ill I'late of Uoof. lloofsi shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will atl'ord pro- 
tection again.st Fire and tho Walla snail 
bo ao constructed a.s to separate all Wood 
SVork thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and e.\.torior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Boof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must bo 
covered with aucli material as will aflbrd 
proteotion againat Fire. In the caso of 
Gables tho Walls nro to bo carried up to 
tho fidl height of the Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, ti.s applied in this 
Section, shall not inehulo Privies or 
Sheds for .storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

■^. All Repairs to Buildinj'a constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombuatible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

■1 The Woiidon 15uildii!o witliin tho 
said r'ire Liinit.s .s!i;ill not Iu: altered or 
chaiiyi'd without the written permission of 
tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Dcpartiuont, approved l>y a tiiajfirity of 
tilt! Fire Wiu-doii.t, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no .such permit sliall be given 
if any increase w ill bo made by the pro- 
[losed change or alteration in the sine of 
any Wooden I'.iiilding within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value ^)f such building 
more tlmn Twenty-five per cent. Tlio ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits slndl be kept on file in the 
ofUco of the City Clerk. 

i). No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside tho Fira Liniita. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means ao much injured as to be, in 
the jf.dgmcnt r.f the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority uf the Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by firo to the extent of ono-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the aamo forthwith, and tho poi-son re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving tho same comply with tho 
reiptiremonts thereof. 

7. Ovic Story Ukj'/i/iiij.s-— Foundations 
to be notless tli;in eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
bo, briok walla to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches tliick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tlic hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may bo. Brick Tf^tiJ/s— Ground 
floor to be not loss than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less tlian twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be jmnished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation aliall bo tleeined 
a noAV olTonco and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Byhiw may be cited for all 
purposes as " Tlio Bylaw for Prohibiting^ 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879._ '
